Magic Lantern Collection

Dear Ella 
Thank you for contacting us. 


Magic lantern slides generally come in glass 
positives size 3 1/4” x 3 1/4” (British format) or 
3 1/4” x 4” (American format), so if yours are 1n 
either of those formats they are lantern slides, if 
something else, please let me have a photograph 
or two of them and may be able to help further. 


The rarity of slides is entirely dependent on 
the images on them. If they are connected with 
Huguenot history they could be quite important 
as records. If something else, then who knows 
at this point. Again, if you could let me have 
pictures of some of the images I may be able 
to help further. Do they say Hammer Dry Plate 
on the actual slides, or does it say that on a box 
they are in? That company generally supplied 
1/4-plate or larger coated glass plates to act as 
negatives to go in cameras. I have not come 
across them as makers of slides, but they could 
well have done that as well. 


In terms of care, keep them away from humid 
locations, as damp is the main enemy of slide 
images. If they are dirty you could clean the 
outsides of the glasses with a slightly moistened 
cloth, but do not attempt to take them apart to 


clean the insides, especially not the 
emulsion where the image is located. 
That is best done by scanning them and 
cleaning the result digitally. 


To project them the ideal way is to 

use a magic lantern. If you don’t have 
one, they are frequently available on 
eBay. Makers such as Bausch & Lomb 
made very good lanterns and many of 
them are still in good condition and 
reasonably priced. If you choose an 
example that comes with a slide carrier 
and a modern illuminant that would 

be a good solution, otherwise maybe 
one of your Society members may be 
able to help with installing a modern 
illuminant. Many people use LED 
lamps these days in lanterns as they give 
a bright light without producing heat. 


I hope that helps, but do feel free to get 
back to me if we can help further.

Shortly after the Western magic lantern was introduced to Japan, it is said that in 1779, a 
magic lantern spectacle was performed in Osaka Namba Shinchi. 

This Japanese magic lantern, which was called “copy picture” in Edo and “Kinkage 
picture” in the upper part, composes images by operating several magic lanterns called 
“baths” from the back side of the Japanese paper screen, and matches them with the noise 
and the mouth. The story world unfolds. 

People at that time were surprised and cheered that the colored images moved vigorously 
along with the music. 

“Kinkage” is the origin of Japanese animation, but it became obsolete in the early Showa 
period as movies became more widespread.

Tammany Operator Throws Views on a 
Roosevelt Screen 


They Retort with Stones, and a Broadway 


Policeman Comes to the Rescue 


Republican mottoes and sarcastic 
reflections upon the tenets and personnel 
of the Democratic Party have been 
disbursed for several evenings by means 
of a stereopticon and screen just above 
the northeast corner of Broadway and 
West Thirty-seventh Street, and a crowd 
of several hundred persons has gathered 
nightly to imbibe political information. 
Tammany propaganda distributors noted 
the effect the Republican scheme was 
producing and last night brought out a 


counter attraction that moved the operator 


ofthe Republican stereopticon to deep 
wrath, besides entertaining to a high 
degree a much larger crowd than usual. 


Monday evening a Tammany worker 
zealously copied the Republican 
sentiments thrown upon the screen, and 
by last night had the retort courteous 
ready for each Republican slide. A 
Tammany stereopticon had been set up 
across the street un-be known to the 
promulgator of Republican doctrine. 
Promptly on time, the Republican 
operator began to shoot out his messages 
of comfort to Roosevelt followers. One

of these was: “No State issues make dishonest 
money good.” Immediately he withdrew the 
slide and before he could slip in another, there 
appeared the following: “Platt & Sons are doing 
business at the same old stand.” 


The Republican operator tried “Croker 1s New 
York’s Aguinaldo.” Immediately there followed: 
“Platt is New York’s Weyler.” 


The Republican illuminations now began to 
wabble and dance about the screen as if the slides 
were being inserted by a nervous hand. The next 
Republican slide read: “Roosevelt’s round robin 
saved sick soldiers.” Hardly had it gone when 
there shone out: “Teddy’s rough riding was done 
in Mulberry Street.” 


By this time the crowd bad increased 
considerably, and the war of stereopticon 
operators was stimulated by cheers and loud 
voiced personalities. The uproar increased as the 
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Republican illumination: 

“Where was Croker’s Tammany 
regiment in the war?” was closely 
chased by: “Black would not accept the 
offer to furnish a brigade.” 


The Roosevelt man threw the picture 

of Schley on the canvas. At once the 
Democratic slide pusher cast the title “A 
Democrat.” beneath it. By this time the 
Republican pictures were being thrown 
with interruptions as if the operator was 
reconnoitering at intervals for the enemy. 


By following with his eye the hostile 
rays, he got a good notion of the 
whereabouts of the Democratic 
stereopticon, and tried to stare it out of 
countenance, so to speak, by turning 
his light upon it. After concentrating 
his fire on the belligerent instrument for 
a reasonably long time, the Roosevelt 
illuminator, satisfied with his reproof, 
turned back to his duties, and tried again 
with — 

“Roosevelt keeps all his promises 
- Croker keeps all he can get.” The 
Democratic retort that serenely followed 
was: 
“Platt has broken every promise he ever 
made.”

At this last straw, the Republican screen 
darkener suspended operations, being 
apparently unable to get the next slide 
in from the excess of his wrath. His 
efforts had been watched with growing 
sympathy by the crowd, and offers of 
advice were general. Several indignant 
Republicans at last joined the operator. 


After a vocal interchange of hot shot, 
the Republican battalions resorted to the 
use of small stones, such as they found 
on the roof, as weapons, and for a time 
a lively bombardment was in progress. 
This resulted disastrously to some of 
the spectators in the street below, as the 
attacking Davids slung not wisely. but 
too well, and much of their ammunition 
rained down on the enthusiasts, 
precipitating a hasty withdrawal of 
many. 


The shower of missiles finally attracted 
the notice of a policeman, after the 
pattering upon his helmet had been 
continued for a season. He readily 
traced the offenders, and climbing the 
stairs to the roof, gave warning that he 
would resort to extremes if the stone 
throwing was not stopped. Then the 
human catapult eased up, but the picture 
campaign was postponed to another 
evening.
